Sec. 33-3. Oficial Msconduct.) A public officer or

enpl oyee commts msconduct when, in his or her official

(a) Intentionally or recklessly fails to perform any
mandatory duty as required by |aw, or

(b) Knowingly perforns an act which the public officer

or _enployee he knows he or she is forbidden by law to

perform or
(c) Wth intent to obtain a personal advantage for

hi msel f, herself, or another, he or she performs an act in

excess of his or _her |lawful authority; or

(d) Solicits or know ngly accepts for the perfornance of
any act a fee or reward which he or she knows is not
aut hori zed by | aw.

A public officer or enployee convicted of violating any
provision of this Section forfeits his or her office or

enploynment. In addition, the public officer or enployee he

conmmits a Class 3 fel ony.
